Cirtumstances have transpired during 
the brief period His Excellency has held the reins 
of Government in this Colony, bat too well cal- 
culated to impress upon his mind the magnitude 
of the Indian question, and, may we not hope, 
the pressing importance of ‘bringing into early 
operation a Colonial Indian system—a. system 
which, while embracing every tribe, however 
small the number of its people, or however remote 
the geographical position of its “hunting grounds,” 
will with the Idast possible delay make thorough- 
ly known to the native mind the character and 
intentions of our Government towards themselves, 
the advantages it offers over their own systems, 
andthe power and firm determination to enforce 
andnaintait British law in this Colony. We 
have frequently stated, in writing upon this 
subject, that the most favorable time for doing 
all this was permitted to pass unimproved Ly the 
late Governor. But the present is in some re- 
Spects not - inauspicious moment for the intro- 
duetion of an| Indian system. The impression 
made ‘upon’ ‘the natives by recent operations 
would prove favorable to such’a.step, while the 
valuable experience gained by His Excellency 
xWould be available in maturing a policy. We

ceasible to steamers of the lightest draught dur- 
the low stages of the river.
